Mr. Carter In lis
argument teday compnred the acts of 13388,
of 1830, and of 1870 with section 4,887 of the
Revised Statutes, and dwelt at length on the

these statutes, He contends for a llberal
rather than a literal Interpretation of the

law In the case, and arguod that a svstem
which, between individuals, would offer a
raward for a service and then abridge It for
such reasons s Lhose contended for In thoe
present case would be dishonest.
